25) thovght fir for the better publiſhing thereof, in all 
the parts of this kingdoine,, that the lame ſhould bre 
printed , whereby his Majeſties good SubjeRs, may evidemly 
ſee, what inſolent expreſſions are therein contained, againit his 
Majeſties power,and proceedings, againſt his Majz{ties Cathultcaz 
Subjedts, & againſt all well minded Proteſtants,that labour to ſettle 
a right underitanding, betwixt his Majeltie & his Subjects of this 
kingdoms : they take upon them to Cenſure his Majeliy for dif- 
placing p:rlons affected to R:ligion , and putting into their places 
men Popishly addicted , or in plaine Englisþ for ciſpiacing Sir V Ville 
am Parſons, and appointing Sir Henry Tichborre one of the Tultices, 
and of rhereſtitis apparant whom they meane ; they tzke notice 
that in his Majelties Commillion ſent hither to receive the Grie« 
Pances of his people, ſome of the Commillioners were Papiſts ,

there being none named of ſuch as they intend thereby, bur the 


Earle of Clanrikard, ( whom itſeemeth they thinke) either un» 
worthy of that honour, or unfitto be t1uſted ; they ſay , that the 
Catholicks ofthis kiagdome are reduced toſuchNeceſlity, that they 
Ceyoure and eate one another , which( praiſe be to God) is molt 
falſe, our markers being in moſt places , as well ſupplied asatany 
time before : and where thoſe here of the State, that did adhere, 
tothe malignant patty in Erglard, reſolyedrto deſtroy this Nati- 
on by femine, andto that purpoſe adviſed all the Cornes, in =_ 
marc 
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march ot the forces, to bee burned, and accordingly very much 
Corne was Burned, many thouſands of the ſaid forces by the gult 


. Tudgment of God periſhed within their Garriſons in ſundry parts 


oi this kingdome for want of victualls, they laboured to hinder 
any Cellatioa with the ſaid Catbolicks, urging that the detigne 
thereof did arite firſt trom them, (an objection proper to ſuch as re- 
bell againſt their Kiag,)ought not a duritull people to petition for 
redrelle of their grieyancesto their Prince : they aftirms that the 
railing of Armes by this Nation, { wiich they Call Rebellion } 
was without provocation, bat refolutions of extirpating, the Ca. 
tbolicke Religion, and the protetlors thereof, in this kingdome, w il 
be proved, not onely by teſtimony of Catholicks, bur even of many 
Proteſtants, and then all thz world they hope will witneſle with 


'them thejuſtneſle, and necelli:y of this war : and though they in» 


ſalr of ſuccelſe, and infiauate , that the Cathelicks tailing to pre- 
valle by ſtreagth , have recouile to Craft, Yetitis well knowne 
that in moſt Conflicts the loſle was greater of the other fide ; the 
Authors of this Declaration are not ſatisfied to have overbuſied 
themſelves and aſſumed Regall Power in England , but hereby 
let the Couyſell of State here, know, how highly they have offen« 
ded, that they acquaiared them nor with the intention of a Ceſ[a- 
tion of Armes, and letthemalſo know , that they repreſented the 
wants of the Armies here unto the Parliament of England, with 
much Crafttohaveagrouad, wherew:th to collour che Ceſſati- 
on as ifhis Majeſtics Commiſſion were not ſufficient to jultifie 
their proceedings therein,and conclude with this inference, that 
the forces here by meanes of this Ceſſation, will tind opportunity 
to joyne with the Popish party inEngland,tor tl 2ir greater ſtrength» 
ning , byall which it is evident, thatifthe uſurped Regall power 
of thoſe incendiaries, can have influence on Ireland, that noac 
with, or without his Majeſtics Commillion hall {tand juſtified, but 
ſuch as adhere to them and their RebzIllion, and totfake their 
Loyalty ,and obedience to his Majeities Coinmands, 
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Shewing the preſent deit gne now on foot (by vertue of a preten= 
ded Comillion trom his Majeſtic ) for aceflation of Armes, or 
treaty of peace? Wita the Reb-lls in Ireland , now they are 
brought ro ſuch a low condition, that they are inforced to de 
voure andeate one another , in ſome parts of that kingdome : 
And by whar Popiſh inſtruments and miniſters in their Coun*s 
cell atthe Count, the {aid defigne is, and hath been carried on, 
perions of great truſt, eminent for their affeion or Religion 
and hatred of the Rebe!!s being diſplaced, and men Popiſhly ad- 
dicted put in their othces : all ſerving for the better introducti« 
on of Popery, and extirpation of the true Proteſtant Religion 
In that and other of his Majeſties dominions.

29 theſe times, when the leſuiticall practiſes have caſt Englard into 
wotu}l diſtcactions, and unnaturall. warre, notwithſtanding 
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which, the reducing of Ireland oh ſtill beene a chicfe part of 
the care of this Parliament, And God hath beene plealed to 
bleſſe our endeavours with ſuch ſuccelle as that thoſe furious 
bloudzthirlty Papiſts have beene in the carrier of their crueltie, 
ſome part of the Proteitant bloud which at firſt was fpilt like was 
ter upon the ground hath bzene revenged, their mallacres, bur- 
nings and famiſhings, have by adivine retaliation beene repayde 
into their boſome; And the Proteſtant party hath been erected 
tothat condition of ſtrenght and hope, that their enemies are 
conltrayned ( diſtruſting their forces ) to have recourſe to their 
craft & policies, andtheretore by cheir ſubtill Agents at Court, 
and their ative inſtruments elſewhere, haye beene endeayoring 
nov of along time to make our Armies in Ireland diſaffeted to 
the Parliament, what by occaſion of their wants not fo readily 
ſupplyed as their neede required, what by miſuſing them with 
thele unhappy differences tallen in here betweene Xing & Peoplez 
labouring by that meanes to devide thoſe forces into tations, t9 
theend the maine worke they have in hand might benegleQted, 
which is the proſecution of the warre again(t the Rebels, & ſo far 
brought low in ſome partes of Ireland,that if they can bee depri- 
vedof the benefit of this Harveſt, they are not likelytoſ:ethe 
next Summer, And therefore the Rebels finding that notwith- 
ſtanding the diſtraRtions here occaſioning the flowneſle & fcarce- 
nelle of ſupplyes, yet they themſelyes are in a farre worſe condi- 
tion, being in want of molt things neceſſary , not onely for the 
maintayning,of a warre, but even of life the judgement of God 
being remarkeable upon them in this, that as thzir bloudy and 
treacherous Religion made them inhumanely cruell in ſhedding 
the proteſtanis bloud, ſonow the famine amongſt many of them 
hath made them unnaturally, and Canniball- like cate and feede 
one upon another. Therefore that they may have time toexpect 
from their friends abroad new ſupplyes both of vituals and am- 
munition,and may without moleſtation reape the fruite of this 
harveſt,they have laboured a treaty for a Ceſſation, which pro- 
ject of theirs doth no leſſe ayme at the overthrow of the remain® 
der of the Proteſtants in that kingdome then their treacherous tas 
king of Armes at the firſt did intend the deſtruQion of them all; 
tor their Ceſſation and hoſtility, their warre and peacs are alike 
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to-beeſtzemed of, and with thoſe that neyther in peace nor warre' 
keepe any taith,it 1s beſt to be in perpetuall defiance: T herefore 
the Lords and Commons in Parliament aſſembled according to 
their continued care of that kingdome of Ireland doe in a ſpeciall 
manner take into their confideration the condition thereot upon 
this occaſion of an intended Ceflation, and ſo much the rather be= 
cauſe its feared that the Proteſtant torces through want of Provi« 
ſion for their Armies, may at laſt, if not relieved be perſwaded to 
admic of this courſe in hope thereby ro procure ſome meanes for 
their ſubliſting, as alſo becauſe there is roo much groundto ſu- 
ſpe, that it this Cetſation ſhould be agreed unto, they might 
have opporrunitie to joyne With the papiſt party heere for their 
greater ſtrenghtning. And though it wete to have no influence 
upon this king dome, yetthe evill conſequences of it are ſo many 
and pernicious to Ireland,that this Parliament ſhould betray the 
trult repoſed 1n themit they did not declare againſt this Cellati« 
on,and uſe all meanes in time to make it prove abortive, And 
therefore they defite that it may be obſerved and taken norice of. 
Fir{tfrom whence the Couaſell and deſigne of this Ceſlati» 
on ariſeth even from the rebels and Papiſts themſelves for their 
owne preſeryation, for ſoone after they had milled of their in- 
tent to make themſelves abſolute jmaſlters of that kingdome of 
Ireland by their treacherous ſurpriſes. And ſeeing that this king« 
dome did with molt generous and Chriſtian reſolutions under« 
take the charges of warre for the reliefe and recovery of Ireland, 
propoſitions were brought from the Rebels by the Lords Dillon ST 
Taffe at which time they were intercepted and 'reſtrayned by or 
der of the houſe of Commons: After that,they had the boldneſle 
even while their hands were itill imbrued in the Proteſtant bloud 
to petition to his Majeſtie that their demands might bz heard, and 
tor this purpoſe they obtayned!a Commilſion to be ſent over in- 
to Irelaudto divers perſons of quality (whereof ſome were Papiſts) 
to heare, receive, & tranſmit to his Majeſty their demands which 
was cone accordingly,and one Maſter Bourke , a notorious prag= 
maricke 11 papi}, was the chiete (ollicitor in this buſineſlezafter 
this,the jult revenging God giving daily ſucceſle tothe handfull 
of the Proteftant forces, againſt their great numbers, fo that by a 
wonderiuil bielling from heaven they were in molt parts pur 2.

itin Ireland by Warrant of his Majeſties ample Commiſſion ſent 
tothateffeR and what reception and countenance molt pragma» 
ticke Papitsnegotiating the buſinefle & found at Court, and that 
thoſe of the State in Dublin who had ſo much Religion, and ho» 
neſty as todiſſwade the Ceſſation were firſt diſcountenanced and 
at lalt put out of their places, and reſtrayned to prifon,as Sir VVi- 
liam Parſons one of the Lords [uſtices there,Sir Joby Temp!e Maſter 
of the Rolles , Sir Adam Loftus Treaſurer of -Irelard, and Creaſurer 
at warres,and Sir Robert Meredith one alſo of the Councell-Table. 
Secondly the Lords and Commons deſire it may be obſerved 
that during all theſe paſſages and negotiations the houſes of Par- 
liament were never acquainted by the ſtate of Ireland with the 
creaty of a Ceſlation,muchdeſic was their adviſe or Counſell de- 
manded, notwithſtanding that the care,and managing of the war 
was devolved on them both by Act of Parliament, and by his 
Majeſties Commiſſion under the great Seale, to adyiſe, order, and 
diſpole of all things concerning the government, and defence of 
thatkingdomezbut the wants of the Army were often repreſen= 
ted and complayned of, whereby with much craft a ground was 
preparing for the pretext, wherewith now they would cover the 
Counſellot this Ceſſation, as if nothing had d:awne it on, 'but 
the extreame wants of their Armies, whereas it is evident, that 
the report of ſuch atreaty have beene (ina great part) the cauſe 
of their wants,for thereby the adventurers were ditheartned,con- 
tributions were [topped and by the admittance to Court-of the 
negotiators of this Ceſſation : their wicked Councell have had) 
that influence, as to procure the intercepting of much provitie 
ons which were ſent for Ireland, ſo that Ships going for- Ireland 
with viQuals,and others comming from thence with commodi- 
ties toexchange for vituals, have beene taken by Dunkerkers ha= 
ving his Majeſties warrant, but alſo by English S hips commanded 
by Str Tobn Pennigton under his Majeſty. And moreover the Par- 
liament meſſengers ſent into feyerall Counties with the Ordi. 
nance of 1anuary talt for loanes, and contribytions, have beene ta- 
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ken,and impriſoned, their Money Jien from them, and not one 
penny eyther loane or contribution hath bzen ſuffered to b» (:nx 
in for Ireland, trom thoſ: Counties which were under the power 
ofthe Kings army, while in the meane time the houſes of Farlia« 
ment by their otdinances, declarations, & ſollicitations to the Ci- 
ty of Lendon, & the counties tiee from theterror of the Kings for= 
ces were {till procuring not contemptible ayde and reliete tor the 
diſtreſles of Ireland. X | 

Thirdly, as the Lords and Commons have reaſon to declare a- 
gainſt this plot & deſigne ofa Ceſlation of armes,as being treated 
and carryedon without their adviſe, ſo alſo, bzcauſe of the great 
prejudice which will thereby redound to the Proteſtant Religion 
and the encouragement, and adyancement Which it will give to 
the practiſe of Popery, when theſe rebellious Patiſts, ſhall by this 
agreement continue and ſet up with more freedome their Itola» 
trous worſhip,their Popish ſuperſtitions,and Romish abominartons 
inall the places of their commangdztothe diſhonoringef God; the 
grieving of all true Proteftant hearts , the diſpiting the Lawes of 
theCrown of Eng!and,and to the provoking of the wrath of a [ea« 
lous God,as if both kingdomes had not ſmarted enotgh already 
for this fin, of too much connyving at, and tolerating of Antichri= 

ſtian Idolatry,under pretext of Civill contracts and politick agree- 
ments. 

In the fourth place they deſire it may be obſerved that this Ceſ- 
ſation will prove diſhonotable to the publicke faith of this king= 
dome, it will elude and make null the acts and-ordinances of Par- 
liament made for the forteyting of Rebels Lands, at the palling of 
which a&ts it was repreſented that ſuch a courſe would drive the 
Rebels to deſpayre,& it prove ſo, but otherwiſe then was meant, 


. For diſpayring of their force and courage they go aboutto over- 


come us With their craft, a 
Laſt{y what ſhall become of the many poore exiled Protedants 
turntd out of their eſtates by this rebellion, who muſt now cons 
tinue begging their bread, while the rebels ſhall enjoy their Jands 
and houſes, And who thall ſecure the reſt of the Proteſtants that ey 
ther by their owne courage,induſtry,& great charges hath kept 
their poſleilions. or by the ſucceſfe of our Armies have oeene re- 
ſtored, can there be any aſſurance gonen from a perfidious enemy 
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of a Ceſſation, from butchery \ and breack of aprecment , when 
they ſhall ſce att time and opportunity, 

Theſe and many other confiderations being well weighed, it 
will appeare evidently, that this deſigue ofa Cellation 15a deepe 
plot laid by the Reb2:lls, and really invented for their ownlitety 
and falſely pretend:d co bze for the bzachr of our Armies: And 
whereas the Lords and Commons have no certaine information, 
that the treaty is concluded , but are informed by (zverall letters, 
that all tie Proteants as well inhabitants as ſoldiors in that king= 
dome, arz re{olyed ro withſtand that proceeding, and to adven- 
tare on the greateſt extremities,rather then have any ſort of peace 
with that generation, who have lo cruelly, in time of peace, 
murthered many thouſands of our Countrey-men, and Jaboured 
to extirpe the Proteitant Religion trom amongſt them, ſo they doe 
believe, that theſe rumors of a Ceſſation were tirſt contrived by 
he enemies of our Religion and peace, and by their practiles the 
treaty Was carried on with much ſubtitity and (ollicitation there» 
hy to [toppe the ſending of ſupp'ies trom thence to our Armies, 
and for the cooling of the affections of rhoſe who have aiready 
ſhewed their zeale tothe weale of Ireland. and therefore the one= 
ly meanes to deteate this their policy , and prevent the evills ins 
tended by it, is to fettle a courſe whereby the army of Ireland may 
be ar lealt fenced againſt hunger and cold, for which purpote it is 
deſired, that all thoſe who are well aftected to the Proteſtant Reli- 
ligion, either in that or this kingdome. And all thoſe who by their 
adventures already made, have imbatked their particu/ar intereſts 
with the publicke of that kingdome, and doe deſire a good returne 
of their ——_ will joyne their endeayours for obyiating 
of that neceſſity, which inay be made a ſtrong argument to enforce 
a deſtruCtive Ceſſation of Armes, & that they would not through 
too much ſuſpition and jealoufie of ir forbeare the providing of 
ſupplies, and ſo occaſion that inconvenience which they ought 
by all meanes to prevent,for by ſo doeing they will looſe all their 
former paines and chat ges,and the withholding of proviſions will 
gaine credit to that calumny laid againſt this kingdome, and ne- 
glecting the armies of Ireland, and by the continuing of ſupplies, 
theſe forces will bee encouraged to continue the waite , and ſo 
cro wne both their works and ours. p-.
